Consultants  offer  opinions 

on  two  housing  proposals 


The  consultant  hired  to  make  a  recom¬

Council  postpones 
vote  on  housing 

Needs  time  to  study  information

Saying  it  needed  more  time  to  study 
newly-released  information,  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  this  week  postponed  recommen¬ 
ding  a  developer  for  the  R3-R3A  housing 
project. 

Following  a  major  change  by  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council 
(CEDC)  in  the  way  it  will  finance  its  pro¬ 
posal,  the  neighborhood  council  voted 
ll-to-4  to  postpone  its  decision  until  its 
members  had  sufficient  time  to  study  the 
proposal. 

CEDC  is  competing  with  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corporation 
(ACDC)  to  become  the  developer  of  the 
R3-R3A  site  at  Oak  and  Washington 
streets  in  Chinatown. 

Casting  one  of  the  four  dissenting  votes 
this  week  was  Neil  Chin,  a  council 
member  and  ACDC  director,  who  urged 
.  the  council  to  vote  last  night,  suggesting 
at  one  point  that  its  decision  to  postpone  a 
vote  was  politically  motivated,  especially 


since  only  selected  members  of  the  coun¬ 
cil  received  some  of  the  new  CEDC  in¬ 
formation  . 

“Seems  to  me  there  is  something  going 
on  here,”  said  Chin,  “and  I  don’t  like  the 
idea... This  is  not  right.” 

“I  think  this  is  one  time  when 
somebody  should  get  their  head  chewed 
off,”  he  added.  “This  is  strictly 
underhanded.  And  I  want  to  make  that  a 
matter  of  record.” 

Council  member  Davis  Woo,  who  urg¬ 
ed  the  council  to  set  a  limit  on  the  time  it 
would  take  to  make  a  decision,  further 
suggested  that  all  information  regarding 
the  proposals  should  be  “funnelled 
through  ”  the  BRA.  “I  think  there’s 
something  not  right  in  the  way  this  thing 
is  going.” 

While  council  member  Joseph  Chin 
motioned  that  the  council  postpone  its 
decision  for  a  month,  council  member 
Robert  Guen  proposed  that  the  decision 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  but  at  the

Pan  says  he  was  unjustly 
accused  by  US  government 


As  competition  heats  up  between  the 
two  community  groups  seeking  to  build 
housing  on  Parcel  R3-R3A,  the  issue  of 
George  Pan’s  past  problems  with  the 
government  are  once  again  surfacing  in 
Chinatown. 

According  to  Pan,  copies  of  his  court 
records  were  sent  to  the  McCormack 
Family  Development  Corp.  and  the  Fish 
Boston  Development  Corp.,  who 
together  have  a  one-third  share  in  the  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil’s  R3-R3A  proposal.  The  records  were 
i^parently  sent  with  the  intention  of 
discrediting  Pan,  who  is  CEDC’s  board 
chairman,  and  in  the  process,  CEDC. 

In  1984  Pan  was  convicted  of 
defrauding  the  US  government  of  about 


$105,000.  The  conviction  came  as  the 
result  of  contracts  between  Pan’s  Ran¬ 
dolph  firm.  Systems  Architects  Inc.,  and 
the  US  government. 

Charged  with  overbilling  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  using  the  money  for  personal 
expenses.  Pan  served  a  30  day  prison 
sentence  as  a  result  of  his  conviction. 

While  the  government  is  currendy 
seeking  more  than  $1  million  in  fines  and 
restitution  in  a  civil  suit  following  his 
conviction.  Pan  said  he  is  seeking 
millions  of  dollars  in  five  breach-oi- 
contract  suits  he  has  pending  against  the 
government. 

“I  feel  a  littie  bad  -  sad  in  a  sense,” 
says  Pan,  who  explained  that  this  was  the 
first  time  he  was  speaking  publicly  on  the

Racial  incident  at  UConn  spurs 
student  to  form  Asian  campus  group

Ju-Yu  Maria  Ho  wasn’t  on  the 
bus  that  night  last  December, 
but  her  sister  Marta  told  her 
about  it  the  next  day.  It  wasn’t 
something  she  could  easily 
forget.  Racism  isn’t  something 
you  easily  forget. 

The  story  begins  when  eight 
Asian  students  at  the  University 
of  Connecticut  boarded  a  bus  to 
take  them  to  a  semi-formal 
dance  off-campus.  While 


waiting  for  the  bus  to  leave,  one 
of  the  students,  Feona  Lee,  felt 
something  land  on  her  head.  She 
felt  it  again  and  again.  When  it 
finally  hit  her  in  the  face,  she 
realized  that  someone  was  spit¬ 
ting  on  her. 

Demanding  to  know  who  was 
responsible,  Lee  confronted  the 
students  at  the  back  of  the  bus, 
whose  only  reaction  was  to  spit 
on  her  again.  It  was  coming 
from  a  group  of  six  or  seven 


“football  players’  ’  at  the  back  of 
the  bus.  Ho  says. 

When  Daniel  Shan  went  to  her 
defense,  asking  for  an  apology, 
the  group  at  the  back  of  the  bus 
also  spit  on  him  and  taunted  him 
with  racial  slurs.  They  called 
Shan  an  “oriental  faggot,” 
among  other  things,  and  even¬ 
tually  included  the  entire  Asian 
group  in  their  slurs.  They  kept 
singing  “we  all  live  in  a  yellow

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US  apologizes 
to  Japanese  internees 


President  Reagan  has  signed  a 
bill  offering  Japanese  Americans 
an  apology  and  a  $20,000  pay¬ 
ment  for  their  forced  internment 
during  World  War  n. 

Recognizing  the  injustice  of 
the  action,  the  House  of 
Represntatives  recently  passed 
the  bill  in  a  257-156  vote.  The 
government  estimates  that  about 
60,000  people  who  were  intern¬ 
ed  at  the  camps  are  eligible  for 
the  lump-sum  payments,  which 
will  tot^  $1.25  billion. 

More  than  120,000  Japanese 
Americans  were  sent  to  intern¬ 
ment  camps  from  1942  to  1946 
when  the  US  was  at  war  with 
Japan.  The  Japanese  were  in¬ 
terned  by  the  government, 
which  questioned  their  loyalty, 
solely  on  the  grounds  that  they 
were  Japanese.  Although  the  US 
was  also  at  war  with  Germany  at 
the  time,  German  American 
citizens  were  not  interned  during 
World  War  n. 


ACDC  receives 
state  grant 


The  state  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  &  Development 
has  awarded  the  Asian  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Corpora¬ 
tion  (ACDC)  a  $26,000  grant  to 
support  salaries  and  operating 
expenses. 

The  ACDC  grant  represents  a 
portion  of  the  $1.3  million 
awarded  to  34  neighborhood- 
based  groups  across  the  state. 
The  groups  are  involved  in  pro¬ 
jects  ranging  from  housing  crea¬ 
tion  to  administering  small 
business  revolving  loan  funds. 

ACDC  is  currently  competing 
with  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  to  build 
affordable  housing  on  land  at 
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Oak  and  Washington  streets  in 
Chinatown. 


House  passes  bill 
to  stop  Khmer  Rouge 


The  House  of  Representatives 
recently  passed  a  resolution  call¬ 
ing  on  the  US  government  to  use 
its  influence  to  prevent  the 
Khmer  Rouge  from  regaining 
power  in  Cambodia. 

Charged  with  the  deaths  of 
thousands  of  Cambodians  from 
1975-1979,  the  Khmer  Rouge, 
with  the  support  of  China,  con¬ 
tinues  to  seek  the  overthrow  of 
the  Vietnamese-backed  Cambo¬ 
dian  government. 

It’s  feared  that  the  Khmer 
Rouge  could  return  to  power 
following  a  withdrawal  of  the 
Vietnamese  from  Cambodia. 
The  Vietnamese  government 
recently  held  talks  with 
representatives  from  the  various 
Cambodian  factions  opposed  to 
Vietnamese  occupation  of  Cam¬ 
bodia.. 

The  resolution,  sponsored  by 
Rep.  Chet  Atkins  (D-Mass.), 
urges  the  US  to  support  the 
restoration  of  a  free  Cambodia 
without  the  influence  of  the 
Khmer  Rouge,  or  Pol  Pot,  its 
reputed  leader.

Beach  Street  lines 
replaced  by  late  Sept. 


Representatives  from  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Com¬ 
mission  said  this  week  that  the 
replacement  of  the  water  mains 
on  Beach  and  Knapp  streets 
should  be  completed  by  the  last 
week  of  September. 

The  pipes  being  replaced  were 
laid  down  in  1875  and  1894  and 
need  to  be  replaced  because  of 
corrosion,  and  mineral  and  sedi¬ 
ment  buildup  inside  them,  said 
Ron  Catena,  director  of  public 
affairs  for  the  commission. 

While  some  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  com¬ 
plained  that  water  service  was 
discontinued  recently  without 
notification  as  a  result  of  the 
construction,  director  of  con¬ 
struction  Frank  De  Paola  said 
that  there  were  more  lines  on 
Knapp  Street  than  they  were 
aware  of  when  they  started  to 
replace  the  pipes. 

The  pipes  will  be  replaced  on 
Beach  Street  from  Washington 
Street  to  the  Surface  Artery. 

There  were  also  several  com¬ 
plaints  that  rusty  water  was 
reaching  buildings  through  the 
temporary  pipes  used  during 
construction.

Survey  on  uninsured  is  complete; 
brings  health  plan  a  step  closer

Preliminary  results  of  a 
survey  to  gather  data  for  a  health 
insurance  plan  for  Chinatown’s 
iminsured  workers  show  that 
27.5  percent  of  the  area’s 
residents  are  iminsured,  com¬ 
pared  with  14.8  percent  nation¬ 
wide. 

Developed  jointly  by  the 
South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  and  the  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  School  of  Public  Health,  the 
insurance  project  is  in  part 
meant  to  reduce  financial 
pressures  on  the  South  Cove 
Health  Center,  where  a  large 
numbers  of  uninsured  patients 
regularly  seek  treatment. 

According  to  recent  studies, 
many  of  the  area’s  working 
uninsured  are  immigrants  who 
must  often  contend  with 
language  and  cultural  barriers 
when  seeking  work.  Their 
employment  opportunities  are 
often  limited  to  low-paying  jobs 
in  restaurants  and  shops  which 
usually  do  not  provide  health  in¬ 
surance. 

The  Chinatown  survey,  which 
included  interviews  with  about 
450  residents,  and  the  im¬ 
plementation  of  the  insurance 
plan,  are  being  financed  with  a 
$330,000  grant  from  the  Robert 
Wood  Johnson  Foundation.  The 
survey  information  will  be  used 
to  develop  a  plan  to  meet  the 


needs  of  the  Asian  Community’s 
uninsured  workers. 

According  to  the  survey,  60.8 
percent  of  the  27.5  percent  unin¬ 
sured  are  employed,  compared 
to  39.2  percent  who  are 
unemployed.  The  data  also  show 
that  27.2  percent  of  the 
uninusured  workers  are  males, 
compared  to  16.9  percent 
females.  In  contrast,  national 
studies  show  that  28.2  percent  of 
the  uninsured  are  femmes,  com¬ 
pared  to  16.8  percent  males. 

Moreover,  the  figures  show 
that  56.8  percent  of  the  unin¬ 
sured  say  they  want  to  buy  in¬ 
surance  and  are  willing  to  pay  on 


average  $75.70 for  it.The  major 
reason  people  want  to  buy  he^th 
insurance  is  to  prevent  financial 
losses,  according  to  the  survey. 

Charlene  Tse,  director  of  the 
Asian  Community  Health  In¬ 
surance  Planning  Center,  an  af¬ 
filiate  of  the  two  groups  that 
made  the  study  and  the  agency 
that  will  implement  the  pro¬ 
gram,  says  the  insurance  plan 
should  be  available  by  early  next 
year.  “It’s  going  to  involve 
share  financing,’’  she  said. 
“The  employer  will  contract 
some,  and  the  employee  will 
contract  part  of  it.” 

Tse  says  that  the  ultimate  sue- 
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cess  of  the  plan  will  depend  on 
the  willingness  of  workers  and 
employers  to  contribute  a 
percentage  of  the  premium.  She 
explains  that  in  the  past  many 
small  businessmen  felt  that  fast 
job  turnover  and  employees’ 
preference  for  higher  wages 
rather  than  benefits  made  a 
health  insurance  plan  un¬ 
necessary. 

At  the  same  time,  though,  a 
study  sponsored  by  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  appears 
to  show  that  health  insurance 
coverage  is  more  important  than 
income  when  workers  are  seek¬ 
ing  a  job,  Tse  says. 

While  a  Chinatown  business 
survey  by  the  Boston  Redevelop 
ment  Authority  notes  that  high 
employee  turnover  is  one  reason 
employers  give  for  not  offering 
hedth  insurance,  Tse  suggests 
that  job  turnover  would  not  be  as 
high  if  businesses  offered  in¬ 
surance,  especially  since  many 
workers  view  it  as  important. 

In  the  past,  Asian  women 
were  often  the  conduits  for  fami¬ 
ly  health  insurance,  especially 
those  who  worked  in  the  gar¬ 
ment  industry.  But  as  the  in¬ 
dustry  declines  in  Boston  and 
workers  are  laid  off,  families 
have  found  themselves  without 
health  insurance,  particularly  if 
the  men  work  in  restaurants  or 
other  small  business  that  don’t 
provide  insurance. 

Tse  notes  that  the  decline  of 
the  garment  industry  “will  lead 
to  an  even  greater  need  for 
health  insurance.”  A  recent  ex¬ 
ample  was  the  closing  of  Andy’s 
Sportswear  in  South  Boston  diat 
left  many  families  without  in¬ 
surance  when  their  union 
coverage  expired.  Boston  City 
Hospital,  however,  eventually 
agreed  to  provide  free  service 
while  the  women  were  in  job 
retraining  programs. 

According  to  Pancho  Chang, 
executive  director  of  the  South 


Cove  Community  Health 
Center,  a  recent  study  showed 
that  about  57  jiercent  of  the 
center’s  patients  did  not  have 
any  health  insurance.  He  said 
patients  without  insurance  are 
charged  on  a  sliding  fee  scale 
based  on  their  ability  to  pay. 

Chang,  however,  says  that  the 
number  of  uninsured  using  the 
center  is  high  partly  because  it’s 
meant  to  provide  treatment  for 
people  who  are  generally  poorer 
and  sicker  than  the  general 
population.  90  percent  of  the 
center’s  patients  are  Asians,  and 
about  45  percent  are  from 
Chinatown-l^uth  Cove  area,  he 
said. 

Chang,  however,  is  confident 
that  potential  employees  and 
employers  can  work  out  an  ar¬ 
rangement  that  will  make  the 
new  plan  successful.  “I’m  really 
confident  that  we  have  the  bones 
of  something  workable,”  he 
says,  adding  that,  “There  isn’t  a 
lot  of  prec^ent”  for  the  kind  of 
plan  they’re  trying  to  develop. 

At  the  same  time,  he  adds,  the 
newness  of  the  plan  makes  it 
hard  to  predict  its  success.  “It’s 
hard  to  tell,”  he  says,  “because 
it  hasn’t  been  done  before  -  but 
I’m  optimistic.” 

Chang  also  notes  that  the 
health  insurance  plan  would 
complement  the  requirements  of 
the  recently  passed 
Massachusetts  Universal  Health 
Care  Act,  which  eventually  re¬ 
quires  most  employers  to  con¬ 
tribute  toward  health  insurance 
for  their  employees.  The 

Chinatown  plan;  he  says,  “pro¬ 
vides  our  community  with  a 
tailor-made  way  to  phase  in  and 
comply  with  this  new  law.” 

Asked  whether  employees  in 
small  business  -  such  as 
restaurants  -  are  going  to  want  to 
contribute  to  health  insurance, 
Chang  said,  “My  frank  guess  is 
that  it’s  going  to  vary  by 
employer.”

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Fung  named  district  superintendent 
in  Boston  Public  School  System 


In  a  move  that  marks  the  first 
time  an  Asian  has  held  such  a 
high  position  in  the  city’s  school 
system,  Michael  Fung,  former 
principal  of  the  William  Howard 
Taft  Middle  School,  has  been 
named  the  Boston  Public 
School’s  District  E  superinten¬ 
dent. 

Fung,  who  will  serve  as  acting 
superintendent  until  he  is  for- 
m^ly  named  to  the  post  by  the 
School  Committee,  has  been 
principal  of  the  Taft  Middle 
School  since  1978.  Recommend¬ 
ed  for  the  position  by  Boston 
Public  School  Superintendent 
Laval  Wilson,  Fung  is  expected 
to  receive  School  Committee  ap¬ 
proval  in  a  vote  this  month. 

With  his  recent  appointment 
as  District  E  superintendent, 
Fung  becomes  the  highest  rank¬ 
ing  Asian  in  the  school  system. 

A  graduate  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Iowa  State 
University,  Fung  began  his 
teaching  career  in  1971  at 
English  High  School,  where  he 
taught  English  as  a  Second 
Language  and  Chinese  History 
and  culture.  He  later  served  as 
coordinator  of  bilingual  pro¬ 
grams  at  Brighton  High  School. 

As  principal  of  the  Taft 
School,  Fung  was  responsible 


Michael  fkng  in  his  District  E  Office 


for  implementing  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  computer  curriculum  that 
significantly  raised  the  academic 
performance  of  the  school’s 
students.  Fung  is  also  credited 
with  upgrading  the  quality  of 
education  at  Taft,  which  went 
from  a  school  with  more  than 
300  yearly  suspensions  prior  to 
his  arrival  to  an  award  winning 
institution  during  his  tenure. 

In  his  new  position,  Fung  will 
be  responsible  for  26  Distict  E 
schools,  each  of  which  is  meant 
to  have  a  “theme”  or  special 
area  of  expertise,  such  as 


science  or  technology.  With  its 
schools  scattered  throughout  the 
city.  District  E  is  called  a 
“magnet”  district  because  it 
draws  students  from  each  of  the 
system’s  four  other  districts. 

In  taking  his  new  postion, 
Fung  says  he  intends  to  place 
special  emphasis  on  assuring  the 
efficient  operation  of  the 
district’s  schools  as  well  as  re¬ 
quiring  that  individual  schools 
live  up  to  their  “theme”  or 
reputed  area  of  expertise. 
Sometimes,  he  says,  the 


“theme”  of  a  school  doesn’t  ac¬ 
curately  reflect  a  school’s  com¬ 
petency  in  a  given  field. 

Rather  than  spending  an  inor¬ 
dinate  amount  of  time  on 
“routine”  matters,  which  he 
believes  can  be  reduced  by  more 
efficient  administration,  Fung 
says  he  wants  to  spend  more 
time  on  long  term  goals. 

He  notes  that,  as  the  school 
department  implements  its  new 
assignment  system.  District  E 
will  eventually  be  integrated 
with  the  other  school  districts. 
“Under  the  new  plan,”  Fung 
says,  “parents  will  have  at  least 
several  schools  to  choose 
from.”  The  result,  he  adds,  is 
that  there  will  be  more  competi¬ 
tion  among  the  system’s  schools 
to  attract  students. 

According  to  Fung,  District  E 
is  the  school  systenct’s  largest 
district,  with  high  school 
students  accounting  for  the  bulk 
of  its  16,000  students.  He  also 
noted  that  the  district’s  middle 
schools  need  to  be  upgraded. 

Asked  why  there  were  so  few 
Asians  in  administrative  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  school  system,  Fung 
said,  “I  honestly  don’t  know.  I 
don’t  think  there  are  many 
Asians  in  the  school  system  to 


begin  with.” 

Fung  suggested,  however, 
that  Asians  seem  more  inclined 
to  pursue  careers  in  scientific 
and  technical  fields,  where 
cultural  differences  do  not  pre¬ 
sent  the  kind  of  obstacles  possi¬ 
ble  in  a  school  setting  where  per¬ 
sonal  interaction  predominates.

Big  Stories  in  Little  China 

MOVE  MO  VEMO  VE 


by  Fae  Myenne  Ng 


COMING  UP  THE  SUBWAY 
steps  on  East  Broadway,  Tm 
dazed  by  the  light..  I  stop  Ae  first 
man  I  see  and  ask  in  Chinese, 
Uncle,  Uncle,  which  way’s 
Chinatown?  Uncle  barely  looks 
up;  he  runs  past  me  down  the 
subway  steps,  mumbling.  No 
English,  no  English.  It  must  be 
my  dialect. 

When  I  was  a  girl  growing  up 
in  San  Francisco,  I  went  to  my 
father’s  chicken  shop  after 
school  and  watched  him  gut 
birds.  Behind  his  kitchen  doors, 
chickens  and  ducks  were 
slaughtered  and  boiled.  When 
the  kitchen  doors  swung  open,  I 
heard  the  thud-thump-thump  of 
their  wings  flapping  against  the 
sides  of  the  garbage  cans.  Now 
20  years  and  3,000  miles 
separate  me  from  that  childhood 
chore,  but  whenever  I  enter  New 
York’s  Chinatown,  I  feel  as  if 
I’m  returning  to  the  back  of  my 
father’s  chicken  shop.  It’s  as  if  a 
door  swings  shut  behind  me  and 
I’m  in  the  world  of  my 
childhood.  But  there’s  always  a 
moment  of  panic  -  do  I  still 
belong? 

In  New  York,  a  statue  of  Con¬ 
fucius  stands  alone  on  an  island 
at  the  intersection  of  Division 
and  Bowery,  watching  over 
Chinatown.  When  I  see  the 
bronze  Confucius,  I  feel  I’m 
home.  Once,  my  father  cut  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  Confucius  out  of  the 
Chinese  Times.  My  father  called 
him  the  Great  Teacher;  I  called 
him  the  Newspaper  Man.  I 
helped  set  up  the  altar  on  top  of 
our  refiigerator:  incense,  green- 
leafed  tangerines,  and  a  teacup 
filled  with  uncooked  rice. 

Here  in  New  York,  the  Great 
Teacher  has  a  green  head.  He 
towers  above  the  noise,  the  con¬ 
gestion,  as  if  directing  traffic.  I 
dash  under  his  gaze  and  cross 
Bowery.  From  the  comer  of  my 
eye,  I  see  old  men  in  front  of 
OTB,  standing  around,  smok¬ 
ing,  reading  newspapers.  I  turn 
onto  Mott  Street,  pass  a  bank,  a 
gift  shop,  and  then  the  dark  en¬ 
trance  to  the  Chinatown  Fair, 
where  the  beeping  video  games 
and  the  synthesized  racket  of 
rocket  fire  pour  out  into  the 
street.  Above  the  war  noises,  I 
hear  the  catlike  voices  of  Can¬ 
tonese  opera  singers.  I  look  up 
and  see  that  all  the  signs  are 
familiar:  “World-Famous  Dan¬ 
cing  &  Tic-Tac-Toe  Chickens,’’ 
“The  Leong  Family  United,” 
“Dragon  Kung  Fu,  Toothy 
Repair.” 

The  cloudless  sky  is  a  sea  of 
space,  and  the  sun  feels  concen¬ 


trated  here,  as  though  the  soot- 
colored  buildings  pull  light  in 
and  press  it  into  the  narrow 
streets.  At  the  fruit  stand,  a  large 
basket  of  grapes  glows,  packed 
in  light;  I  can  see  through  the 
translucent  skin  to  the  dark  seeds 
at  the  center. 

Mott  Street  arcs  from  Bowery 
to  Canal,  and  as  far  as  I  can  see, 
there  are  cars  and  double-parked 
trucks,  people  weaving  in  and 
out  of  traffic.  I  hear  honking 
cabs,  the  low  groan  of  the  long 
diesel  trucks  inching  along 
Canal  Street.  From  Canal, 
Chinatown  grips  outward  like  a 
three-toed  chicken  claw, 
touching  Little  Italy,  Houston 
Street,  and  the  Manhattan 
Bridge. 

The  reach  is  business,  and 
money  is  what  governs  the  pace 
here.  There’s  an  urgent  feel,  a 
snap-click  pace. 

Two  men  ran  by,  pushing  but¬ 
chered  pigs  on  handcarts. 
MoveMoveMove!  Their  tones 
are  as  sharp  as  the  knives  that 
slit  the  pig’s  belly.  The  stiff 
hooves  Iraunce,  the  pink  ears 
flap.  I  can  almost  taste  those 
dishes  I  haven’t  had  in  years: 
crunchy  pig  ears,  pig  feet  in 
vinegar  soup,  fatty  pork. 

Suddenly,  I  smell  an  l^>town 
aroma,  like  handmade  ice  cream 
cones,  like  Belgian  waffles.  It’s 
also  the  back-home  smell  of  for¬ 
tune  cookies.  I  didn’t  like  the 
folded  ones;  I  liked  the  pale 


yellow  walfers.  Kennedy  halt- 
dollars,  I  called  them,  and  my 
father  bought  them  for  me  by  the 
half-pound  bag.  I  slipped  them 
into  my  mouth,  gambler-fast. 

The  uptown  smell  wafts  out  of 
a  makeshift  stall  on  Mosco 
Street,  two  steps  off  Mott.  The 
old  woman  hand-rolls  the 
pirouettes,  to  order,  to  go  (to 
walk,  in  Chinese).  She  taps  her 
heating  irons  with  a  knife,  and 
the  egg  cakes  flip  into  the  pan. 
She  scoops  the  b^ls  into  a  wax- 
pap>er  bag,  twirling  the  ends. 
“One  dollar,”  she  says,  looking 
at  the  next  customer.  Her  toothy 
sign  needs  repair:  “Ong  Kong 
Cakf.” 

A  vegetable  peddler  stacks  his 
vegetables:  mustard  greens,  bak 
choy,  cabbage,  and  spinach.  He 
shakes  the  leafy  stal^,  and  die 
flowerets  quiver.  A  turd  of 
cigarette  ash  falls  onto  his  shirt 
as  he  piles  oranges  into  a 
pyramid  stack.  He  takes  one 
long  suck  and  throws  the  stub  in¬ 
to  the  street.  His  mother  watches 
fixim  her  crate  by  the  parking 
meter.  She  clasps  the  round  loop 
of  her  cane,  ready  for 
shoplifters. 

Litde  time  and  too  much  hard 
work  make  Chinatown  a  snap- 
click  and  closed  world.  People 
grow  old  alongside  each  other 
and  their  lives  don’t  change  in 
large  ways,  so  they  like  to  tell 
big  stories.  Oldtimers  say  to  one 
another.  Aye!  Your  news  is 


draped  in  from  the  ocean  floor. 

When  my  father  came  to  visit, 
he  stopped  across  the  street  from 
Won  Ton  Gardens  and  pointed 
at  a  fat  man  sitting  alone  near  the 
window.  I  watched  the  man’s 
teeth  tear  the  skin  from  a  neck  of 
duck. 

“Croney  Kam,”  my  father 
said,  turning  away.  “Three 
thousand  he  owes  me  for  the 
chicken  store.” 

My  father  let  it  go.  It  might 
have  been  Confucius  who  taught 
him.  Let  it  pass,  what  you  know 
is  enough. 

I  can  still  see  Croney  Kam, 
from  15  years  ago,  back  in  San 
Francisco  in  my  father’s  shop, 
an  air  hose  in  one  hand,  a  duck 
in  the  other;  his  bald  head,  his 
pug  nose,  his  bloated  fingers. 

In  my  Chinatown,  nothing  is 
forgotten.  My  father’s  place 
closed  down,  but  his  sign, 
“Chicken  and  Duck,”  hung  on. 
When  the  new  owners  opened  a 
dress  shop,  they  painted  their 
name,  “Mei  Mei,”  on  the  win¬ 
dow. 


MY  CANTONESE  IS  ONLY 
as  good  as  my  father’s  broken 
English.  I  keep  in  touch  with 
him  by  sending  him  New  York 
Chinese  newspapers.  At  the 
open  stall,  I  go  down  the  row, 
picking  one  of  each,  making  an 
inky  stack.  The  China  Daily

News,  Sing  Too,  WoA  Kue, 
World  News. 

The  old  man  says,  “Two 
bucks.” 

A  black  Cadillac,  its  trunk 

open  and  piled  high  with  white 
carnations,  stops  in  front  of  me. 
White  streamers  hang  from  the 
huge  flower-badges;  their  satin 
tails  flap  in  the  wind.  Pasted  on 
the  car  windows  are  rectangular 
papers  with  two  characters: 
“Friends”  and  “Relatives.” 

He  was  a  young  man,  with 
aviator-shaped  glasses  and  a 
passport  smile,  and  I  find  myself 
staring  at  his  large  photo  prop¬ 
ped  up  on  the  sunroof.  More 
cars  follow.  I  know  this  tradi¬ 
tion.  His  family  is  taking  him  on 
his  last  walk  past  his  favorite 
places:  the  coffee  shop  where  he 
worked,  the  family  association, 
the  restaurant  where  he  had  his 
wedding  party. 

WHEN  I  SEE  THE  LONG 
Life  Pharmacy,  I  think  about 
things  I’m  out  of:  toothpaste, 
shampoo,  and  floss,  but  I  tell 
myself  that  I  can  get  this  stuff 
uptown. 

Where  Mott  joins  Canal  is  a 
burst  of  Chinatown  style,  the 
commercial  street  level  of 
jewelry  shops,  restaurants,  and 
street  peddlers,  the  second  level 
of  family  associations  and  music 
clubs.  Farther  up,  family  laun¬ 
dry  and  working  clothes  hang  on 
the  fire  escapes.  The  music 
master  throws  a  key  out  the  win¬ 
dow;  below,  a  young  girl  with  a 
gourd-shaped  instrument  runs 
into  the  street  after  it. 

I  decide  to  go  to  my  favorite 
coffee  shop,  the  New 
Mayflower  Tea  Parlor.  There 
aren’t  any  tables,  so  I  sit  on  a  red 
stool  between  two  old  men.  The 
waiter  is  busy  putting  steel 
filters  into  the  pots  of  boiling 
water.  The  dark  coffee  bubbles 
upward.  I  see  my  face  in  the 
mirror  behind  the  hot  water 
ums,  and  I  can  see,  yes,  I  do  fit 
in.  This  is  home. 

Tomorrow,  I’ll  mail  the 
newspapers  first-class;  they’ll 
arrive  in  three  days.  My  father 
will  take  the  thick  manila 
envelope  to  Portsmouth  Square. 
He’ll  read  the  best  parts  out 
loud:  the  crime  stories,  ads  for 
lost  spouses,  gambling  stories, 
politics.  I  can  see  him  waving 
the  package  as  he  approaches  his 
friends.  Look,  look!  News  from 
New  York!

First,  he  carefully  picked  the  insects 
from  his  fur  and  put  them  on  the  ground. 
Then  he  jumped  into  the  flames,  cooking 
himself.  The  Buddha  praised  the  rabbS 
for  his  sacrifice.  Then  the  Buddha  created 
a  shining  likeness  of  the  rabbit  on  the 
moon.  The  Jade  Rabbit,  as  it  is  called,  is 
an  example  of  compassion  for  all  people. 

Once  upon  yet  another  time,  the 
Emperor  of  China  lived  off  the  sweat  of 
his  people,  consuming  every  thing  they 
product  for  his  own  selfish  entertain¬ 


ment.  With  the  help  of  an  evil  priest,  he 
even  procured  the  pill  of  immortality. 

Not  wanting  their  children’s  children  to 
also  suffer  the  Emperor’s  greed,  the  peo¬ 
ple  sought  help  fiom  the  Empress,  who 
stole  the  pill,  meaning  to  hide  it.  But 
when  the  Emperor’s  men  chased  her,  she 
swallowed  it,  ensuring  her  husband’s 
eventual  death.

Besides  telling  stories  at  Mid-Autumn, 
people  eat  special  foods  such  as  moon 
cakes.  Moon  cakes  are  delicious  round 
pastries  that  played  a  part  in  China’s 
history.  In  the  14th  century,  the  hated 
Mongols  ruled  China,  overtaxing  the 


people  and  treating  them  like  slaves.  The 
leaders  of  the  people  planned  a  rebellion 
and  chose  Mid-Autumn  as  the  best  time. 

But  the  Mongols  had  even  made  it  il¬ 
legal  for  people  to  talk  to  one  another. 
So,  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion  put 
messages  into  the  moon  cakes,  telling  the 
people  when  and  where  to  fight.  This 
they  did,  throwing  the  Mongols  out  of 
China  and  taking  back  their  country. 

There  is  another  meaning  too  for 
August  Moon.  It  marks  the  turning  point 
of  the  year,  when  the  year  moves  from 
the  phase  of  the  sun,  or  in  Chinese 
philosophy,  the  Yang  phase,  to  the  phase 
of  the  moon,  or  Yin  phase.  The  Yang 


phase  represents  masculine  qualities, 
such  as  activiQr  and  virility,  light  and 
heat,  while  the  Yin  phase  rq>resents 
feminine  qualities,  such  as  flui^ty  and 
receptivity,  cool  and  daiic.  The  moon, 
which  controls  the  tides,  is  die  embodi¬ 
ment  of  the  feminine  princiide. 

So,  when  the  families  look  up  at  the 
Mid-Autumn  moon,  they  remen^r  that 
It  s  fullness  represents  the  riches  of  the 
harvest  as  well  as  the  richness  of  life.  The 
roundness  symbolizes  the  unity  of  the 
family  as  weU  as  the  nation.  And  the 
brightness  reflects  the  magic  of  storytell¬ 
ing.

latest  within  a  month.  It  was  the  Guen 
proposal  that  was  passed  by  the  council. 

Meanwhile,  BRA  deputy  director  Ron 
Fong  told  the  council  that  Ae  BRA  would 
take  the  most  recent  information  on  the 
two  proposals  and  consolidate  it  for  the 
neighborhood  council.  Council 
moderator  William  Moy  said  he  would 
poll  the  members  next  week  to  determine 
if  they  were  ready  to  vote  on  the  pro¬ 
posals. 

Despite  widespread  interest  in  the 
council’s  decision,  council  member  Ed¬ 
ward  Chiang  suggested  that  its  recom¬ 
mendation  could  carry  little  weight  with 
the  BRA,  which  may  have  already  made 
its  decision. 

“Well  the  BRA  hasn’t  made  up  its 
mind  yet,’’  said  Fong,  who  admitted  that 
BRA  director  Stephen  Coyle  said  public¬ 
ly  he  currently  preferred  Ae  ACDC  pro¬ 
posal. “The  vote  of  the  neighborhood 
council  is  important  to  us  and  it  will  be 
considered,  but  it  won’t  be  the  final  say,’’ 
he  added. 

“He’s  leaning  that  way  (toward 
ACDC),’’  Fong  said,  “but  again,  we 
haven’t  made  a  staff  recommendation  to 
our  board.’’ 

Fong  said  the  BRA  board  will  not 
choose  a  developer  at  this  week’s  meeting 
but  will  instead  hear  presentations  from 
the  two  competing  developers.  “It’s  not 
that  easy  of  a  decision,’’  said  Fong.  “Ob¬ 
viously  the  board  feels  the  need  to  get 
more  information.’’  He  added  that  the 
BRA  would  probably  make  its  decision  at 
its  next  board  meeting  in  September. 

In  the  meantime,  the  two  developers  , 
who  recently  answered  a  series  of  BRA 
questions  on  their  proposals,  continue  to 
lobby  in  the  community  for  support. 

In  an  effort  to  assure  the  BRA  and 
neighborhood  groups  that  the  housing 
project  will  be  controlled  by  the  com¬ 
munity  over  the  long  term,  CEDC  has 
proposed  that  the  syndication  component 
of  its  financial  plan  -  in  which  shares  in 
the  project  are  sold  -  will  be  offered  to  the 
community  through  the  newly  formed 
Chinese  Coalition  for  Affordable  Hous¬ 
ing. 

According  to  the  coalition’s  secretary, 
Darrell  Mook,  the  group  is  comprised  of 
a  group  of  Asian  businessmen  and  others 
who  want  to  be  involved  in  the  R3-R3A 
project.  Mook,  however,  said  the  group, 
which  includes  William  Wong,  James 
Mark,  and  Henry  Szeto,  among  others, 
had  not  yet  worked  out  the  details  of  its 
syndication  plan.  It  isn’t  clear  what 
benefits  the  purchasers,  who  Mook  says 


would  come  from  the  Asian  community, 

would  gain  from  their  investment. 

CEDC  proposed  that  the  coalition  han¬ 
dle  the  syndication  after  the  BRA  ques¬ 
tioned  CEDC’s  ability  to  assure  long 
term  community  control  over  the  project. 
The  BRA  suggested  that  the  ACDC  pro¬ 
posal  appeared  to  assure  greater  com¬ 
munity  control  in  the  long  term.

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matter.  “I  would  never  do  anything  to 
hurt  anyone  else.’’ 

“There’s  no  question  whatsover  I  was 
iimocent,’’  says  Pan  of  the  charges  and 
conviction.  “I  have  a  clear  conscience. 
That’s  why  I  have  faith  to  walk  into 
Chinatown.” 

Pan  says  that  the  conviction  involved 
an  accounting  problem.  “I  do  not  get  in¬ 
volved  in  the ’accounting  aspects,”  he 
says.  “But  I  was  held  responsible  for  all 
the  accounting  issues.” 

The  government,  he  added,  retaliated 
against  him  after  he  filed  a  $S0  million 
breach  of  contract  suit  against  it.  “I  know 
a  lot  of  minority  Asian  businessmen  be¬ 
ing  prosecuted  for  the  wrong  reasons,” 
he  says. 

“I  don’t  know  why  or  who  did  it,”  said 
Pan,  referring  to  the  court  records  recent¬ 
ly  sent  to  CEDC  associates.  “I  don’t 
want  to  accuse  anybody.  I  think  this 
should  not  be  an  issue.” 

While  no  one  knows  who  is  circulating 
Pan’s  court  records,  two  sources  in  the 
neighborhood  say  Pan  might  have  stirred 
up  resentment  because  of  his  part  in  a 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  decision  regarding  a  plan  to 
build  a  40-unit  Waterford  Place  housing 
project  on  Shawmut  Avenue. 

^ther  than  hire  a  three-man  consulting 
team  for  the  project  made  up  of  Frank 
Chin,  Yu  Sing  Jung,  and  Paul  Chan,  the 
CCBA  instead  appointed  a  seven  man 
committee  in  the  ^lief  that  it  would  be 
less  expensive. 

The  three  CCBA  members  would  have 
become  the  projects  consultants  for  a  fee 
of  10  percent  of  the  development  costs  to 
be  paid  at  the  completion  of  the  project. 

Pan,  meanwhile,  says  that  the  $20,000 
it  spent  on  a  consultant  was  much  less 
than  would  have  been  incurred  with  the 
three-man  team.  He  said  he  believed  his 
work  on  the  Waterford  Place  project  was 
not  the  source  of  recent  efforts  to 
discredit  him. 

Eforts,  however,  to  bring  up  Pan’s  past 
aren’t  really  new.  Marilyn  Lw  Tom  said 
she  received  such  information  packets  on 
Pan  when  she  was  the  city’s  liason  to  the 
Chinese  community.  “I  think  there  is  so¬ 


meone  out  there  trying  to  dilute  George’s 

power  in  the  community,”  she  said. 

Lee-Tom,  a  member  of  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development  Task 
Force,  which  has  recommended  that  the 
Asian  Community  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  (ACDC)  be  named  as  the 
R3-R3A  developer,  said  the  merits  of  the 
two  proposals  should  be  the  deciding  fac¬ 
tor  in  making  a  choice.  “I  think  we  don’t 
have  to  take  the  low  road,”  she  said. 
“The  project  has  to  be  judged  on  its 
merits.” 

Asked  if  Pan’s  past  will  become  an 
issue  in  the  BRA’s  decision,  she  sug¬ 
gested  that  it  “is  a  factor,  but  I  don’t 
know  if  it’s  the  most  important  factor.” 

Lee-Tom  suggested  that  the  person 
distributing  information  on  Pan  “has 
great  knowledge  of  George’s  activity  and 
CEDC’s.” 

“I  know  that  whoever’s  doing  it  is  very 
sophisticated.  It’s  very  detailed,”  said 
L^-Tom  of  the  information. 

“It’s  not  an  issue  with  me,”  said 
ACDC  director  Neil  Chin  of  Pan’s  past. 
“We  just  want  to  be  judged  on  our 
merit... We  have  a  better  plan.” 

“It  is  up  to  the  BRA  to  decide  if  it’s  an 
issue  or  not,”  said  ACDC  staff  member 
Tarry  Hum.  “We  want  the  community’s 
vote  and  the  BRA’s  vote  based  on  the 
merits  of  the  proposal.” 

Ron  Fong,  the  BRA’s  R3-R3A  project 
director,  said  that  the  BRA  staff  was 
aware  of  Pan’s  background.  “And  it  has 
been  a  concern,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  know 
how  important  it’s  going  to  be  to  our 
board.” 

“As  long  as  it’s  a  concern  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  we’ll  be  concerned  with  it,” 


Fong  said.

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proposal  was  in  all  respects  superior  to 
the  other. 

Cambridge  architect  Laurence  Cutler, 
hired  by  the  council  as  a  consultant  to 
make  a  recommendation  on  the  designs  of 
the  competing  proposals,  said  that,  from 
the  design  information  currently 
available,  his  firm  would  choose 
the  CEDC  design.  “We  clearly  favor  the 
CEDC  proposal  at  this  stage  of  the 
game,”  said  Cutler. 

“The  CEDC  scheme  is  far  and  away 
architectually  above  the  other  scheme,” 
he  said.  The  ACDC  proposal,  he  added, 
“looks  like  a  prison,  it  does  not  look  like 
housing.” 

Cutler  said  that  he  also  favored 
CEDC’s  plan  to  integrate  elderly  housing 
throughout  the  complex  rather  than

segregate  it  m  one  tower,  as  is  proposed 
in  the  ACDC  plan.  He  said  he  favored 
CEDC’s  plan  to  integrate  commercial 
space  in  the  complex  rather  than 
eliminate  it,  as  proposed  by  ACDC. 

BRA  architect  James  Kostaras, 
however,  differed  with  Cutler’s  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  architectural  merits  of  the  two 
designs,  saying  that  while  the  staff  had 
yet  to  complete  its  study  of  the  two  pro¬ 
posals,  “It’s  not  clear  to  me  that  one 
stands  above  the  other.” 

Kostaras,  who  addressed  a  number  of 
specific  design  issues,  suggested  that  the 
CEDC  towers  on  Washington  Street 
seemed  idiosyncratic  and  questioned 
whether  the  building  would  be  compati¬ 
ble  with  the  surrounding  buildings. 

Kostaras  said  that  while  the  rooms  of 
the  CEDC  proposal  were  larger  than  the 
rooms  in  the  ACDC  proposal,  “the  actual 
design  of  the  units  is  somewhat  pro- 
mblematical.”  He  also  said  that  the  fami¬ 
ly  units  in  the  ACDC  proposal  allowed 
more  access  to  the  street  and  open  space 
for  children,  while  some  family  units  in 
the  CEDC  proposal  were  located  in  the 
towers,  making  access  to  open  space 
more  difficult. 

Kostaras  suggested  that  both  proposals 
tended  to  create  an  “enclave  effect,” 
which  tends  to  separate  the  complex  from 
the  neighborhood,  rather  than  an  “infill” 
effect,  which  fits  the  complex  into  the 
area’s  existing  layout.” 

The  second  of  the  two  consultants  hired 
by  the  council,  Paul  S.  Brickman,  of 
Richard  A.  Flier  Interests,  said  his  firm 
couldn’t  recommend  either  project  from  a 
financial  standpoint.  “We  see  significant 
problems  with  both  proposals  ,”  he  said. 
“We  have  an  awfully  hard  time  recom¬ 
mending  either  proposal.” 

While  Brinkman  said  the  ACDC  pro¬ 
posal  appeared  to  assure  more  communi¬ 
ty  control  and  long-term  affordability,  he 
questioned  whether  ACDC  could  come 
up  with  the  resources  to  actually  get  the 
project  built  in  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time. 

On  the  other  hand,  Brinkman  said 
CEDC  seemed  more  likely  to  come  up 
with  the  resources  to  build  ^e  project  in  a 
timely  manner  -  given  the  involvement  of 
private  developers  -  but  he  questioned 
whether  there  would  be  as  much  com¬ 
munity  control  as  in  an  ACDC  project. 

Brinkman  suggested  that  the  numbers 
used  in  AC£>C’sfinancial  proposal  reflect 
a  more  conservative,  “gloomier  picture” 
of  what’s  possible,  while  CEDC’s 
numbers  “painted  a  much  brighter  pic¬ 
ture.”  Brinkman  also  noted  that  neither 
developer’s  proposal  seemed  to  include 
risk  money,  which  gives  added  assurance 
that  a  project  can  and  will  be  built. 
“Neither  party  put  enough  on  the  line,” 
he  said.  “I  don’t  think  the  BRA  should  be 
making  a  final  decision  at  this  point.” 

In  closing  the  meeting,  Ron  Fong,  the 
BRA’s  R3-R3A  project  director,  said  that 
the  most  sophisticated  designs  are  often 
the  most  expensive  ones.  “Often  we  see 
grander  schemes  than  actually  get 
developed,”  he  said. 

“If  I  had  to  make  a  decision  now,” 
said  Fong,  who  explained  that  his  opinion 
could  change  as  more  information 
became  available,  “I  would  lean  toward 
the  ACDC  proposal.”  He  said  that  while 
the  ACE)C  plan  appeared  to  have  some 
design  problems,  it  also  seemed  to  assure 
more  community  control,  which  he  added 
was  one  of  the  most  important  considera¬ 
tions  in  choosing  a  proposal. 

“We’re  more  assur^  that  the  project 
will  have  more  community  control  if  it’s 
developed  by  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation,”  he  said. 

In  a  meeting  with  the  BRA  later  in  the 
week,  CEDC’s  architect,  Chia-Ming  . 
Sze,  responded  that  “'This  is  a  realistic 
project.  This  is  not  pie-in-the-sky  stuff.” 

At  the  same  meeting  Fong  noted  that 
CEDC’s  proposed  rents  “were  extremely 
high,”  but  CEDC  officials  said  that  they 
believed  the  rents  weren’t  unreasonable.

submarine,”  and  were  looking 
for  a  fight,  Ho  says. 

‘‘Basically  throughout  this 
whole  ordeal,  my  sister’s  group 
felt  basically  intimidated  and 
freightened  because  no  one  was 
doing  anything  to  stop  these 

guys.  Noone  was  helping  them  . 
The  RA(resident  assistant) 
didn’t  do  anything.” 

When  the  group  finally  arriv¬ 
ed  at  the  dance,  the  situation 
didn’t  improve.  Sean  Doyle, 
who  was  eventually  expelled 
from  UConn  as  a  result  of  Ae  in¬ 
cident,  began  to  harrass  some  of 
the  Asian  students  on  the  dance 
floor,  at  one  point  pulling  his 
pants  down. 

‘‘The  Asians  wanted  to  leave, 
but  the  RA’s  said  they  basically 
couldn’t,”  Ho  says.  ‘‘They 
wouldn’t  let  them  leave  but  they 
wouldn’t  do  anything  to  help 
them.” 

Marta  Ho  eventually  called 
the  police,  who  responded  to  the 
call  but  were  distracted  by  an 
unrelated  fight  when  they  arriv¬ 
ed  at  the  dance.  ‘‘The  RA,”  Ho 
says,  ‘‘said  there  was  no  such 
problem.  So  the  police  went  to 
take  care  of  that  problem  (the 
other  fight)  and  ignored  the  pro¬ 
blem  that  called  them  there.” 

‘‘I  heard  about  this  the  next 
day  when  I  saw  my  sister,”  Ho 
says.  When  she  found  out  that 
no  one  in  authority  wanted  to 
deal  with  the  matter,  she  took 


things  into  her  own  hands  and 
went  to  local  and  campus  police 
.  What  especially  bothered  her 
was  the  campus  police’s  failure 
to  investigate  the  incident.  ‘‘I 
got  really  upset,”  she  says. 
‘‘You  mean  Aat  people  can  be 
treated  like  this  for  two-and-a 
-half  hours  and  there’s  nothing 
you  can  do  to  protect  their 
rights?” 

Eventually  Ho’s  persistence 
led  her  to  the  Dean  of  Students, 
who  also  app^red  ready  to  skirt 
the  issue.  ‘‘At  that  point  we 
were  feeling  we  were  being 
pushed  around  a  lot,”  she  says. 
‘  ‘Are  you  going  to  talk  to  us  now 
or  am  I  going  to  talk  to  reporters 
first  about  this,”  she  eventually 
told  the  dean. 

Fear  of  publicity  apparently 
led  the  dean  to  hold  a  hearing, 
though  the  school  did  not  mount 
an  investigation  and  left  it  up  to 
the  Asian  students  to  develop  a 
case.  The  Asian  students  were 
able  to  identify  only  two  of  the 
students  -  Doyle  and  Mark  Lan- 
dolfi  -  who  had  allegedly  been 
spitting  at  them  from  the  back  of 
the  bus. 

While  Doyle  was  eventually 
expelled  from  UConn,  Landolfi, 
a  linebacker  on  the  football 
team,  was  given  a  second  hear¬ 
ing.  Claiming  that  he  was  drunk 
and  was  just  going  along  with 
his  friends,  Landolfi  was  placed 
on  probation. 

According  to  Ho,  the  Asian 
students  were  unable  to  say  with 
100  percent  certainty  that  Lan¬ 
dolfi  was  the  one  actually  doing 


the  spitting.  ‘‘It’s  like  asking  the 
question.  Did  you  see  the  bullet 
hit  you?”  Ho  says. 

‘‘To  the  school  administration 
that  was  the  end  of  the  case,” 
says  Ho.  ‘‘To  us  it  was 
something  we  were  really  upset 
about.  .We  felt  tricked  by  the 
dean.”  Ho  felt  that  the  school 
was  downplaying  the  incident 
-that  ‘‘justice  for  the  victim  was 
not  even  considered,”  that  the 
school’s  primary  goal  was  ‘‘to 
protect  the  school’s  name”  and 
‘‘football  team.” 

‘‘Some  of  us  got  together  and 
tried  to  get  really  organized,” 
says  Ho,  explaining  that  with  the 
help  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  and  other 
groups,  they  eventually, 
organized  an  Asian  American 
Association  on  the  UConn  cam¬ 
pus. 

“This  isn’t  the  only 
incident,”  says  Ho.  ‘‘There 
have  been  other  incidents  against 
Asians.  The  atmosphere  is 
tense,”  she  says. 

Especially  vulnerable  are 
Vietnamese  students,  who  ac¬ 
count  for  a  substantial  portion  of 
the  recent  increase  in  the 
number  of  Asians  on  the  UConn 
campus.  ‘‘They  are  the  ones  suf¬ 
fering  a  lot  of  the  attacks,”  says 
Ho,  explaining  that  such  attacks 
have  included  racial  slurs,  graf¬ 
fiti,  and  vandalism.  Many  in¬ 
cidents,  she  says,  aren’t 
reported. 

Ho  attributes  resentment 
against  the  Vietnamese  to  linger¬ 
ing  memories  of  the  Vietnam 


War  and  resentment  against 
Asians  in  general  to  fear  that 
their  increasing  numbers  and 
academic  success  reduces  their 
control  and  creates  competition. 
‘‘Asians  are  seen  as  getting  very 
good  grades,”  Ho  says. 

In  general,  she  adds,  the  at¬ 
mosphere  on  campus  is  one  of 
intolerance.  ‘‘It’s  okay  to  be  in¬ 
tolerant  of  other  people,”  she 
says.  ‘‘I  think  it’s  a  general 
trend  set  by  the  administration.” 

More  recently.  Ho  and  other 
Asian  students  planned  a 
demonstration  at  this  year’s 
commencement  exercises  in 
which  buttons  were  handed  out 
that  said  ‘‘Please  Reduce 
Racism  at  UConn.”  While  the 
university  president  and  other 
members  of  the  administration 
agreed  to  wear  the  buttons,  the 
demonstration  was  not  well 
received  by  students.  Ho  says. 

She  said  that  many  students 
didn’t  want  to  wear  Ae  buttons 
because  they  felt  that  they 
weren’t  racist,  while  others  said 
they  didn’t  want  to  spoil  their 
graduation  day  by  dwelling  on 
such  a  serious  issue.  ‘‘We  don’t 
have  a  choice,”  Ho  says,  ‘‘It’s 
something  we  have  to  deal  with 
everyday.” 

The  immediate  outcome  of  the 
demonstration  was  that  the 
university  decided  to  develop  a 
two  year  project  to  study  the 
quality  of  life  of  Asians  on  cam¬ 
pus.  This  summer  Ho  is  an  in¬ 
tern  at  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop,  where  she 


is  working  on  developing  a 
UConn  project. 

‘‘I  think  (Asian)  students  are 
becoming  more  aware  of  their 
rights,”  says  Ho,  ‘‘and  I  think 
we’re  realizing  the  need  to 
organize  as  a  group  and  fight  for 
our  rights.” 

‘‘I  think  we’re  also  basically 
facing  the  reality  that  racism 
does  exist  in  this  country,  but  we 
just  can’t  put  up  with  it,”  she 
adds. 

For  many  Asians,  she  sug¬ 
gests,  it  was  “a  rude 
awakening”  for  them  to  find  that 
racism  exists  even  on  college 
campuses.  ‘‘It  doesn’t  matter  if 
you’re  in  college  or  not,”  she 
says.  “People  need  to  be 
educated.” 

Ho,  a  native  of  Branford, 
Conn.,  graduated  from  UConn 
this  spring  with  a  degree  in 
Asian  American  Studies.  She 
plans  to  return  to  UConnin  the 
fall  to  take  additional  courses 
and,  more  importantly,  to  finish 
what  she  helf^  start. 

“Basically  we  started 
something  on  Campus  that  I’d 
like  to  see  built  into  a  stronger 
movement,”  says  Ho,  who 
plans  eventually  to  attend  law 
school  or  graduate  school  in  East 
Asian  Studies.  “I  think  I  can 
help  on  campus.. I’ve  been 
pushing  this  from  the  very 
beginning  and  I  don’t  want  to 
see  it  die  down  after  I  leave.”

Chinatown  and  city  seek  to  develop 
Master  Plan  to  keep  streets  clean 


The  ChinatowD  community 
plans  to  create  a  Task  Force  as 
part  of  a  Master  Plan  to  keep  the 
neighboiiiood’s  streets  clean. 

In  a  meeting  last  week  with  ci¬ 
ty  officials,  Davis  Woo  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighboiiiood  Council  outlined 
the  main  issues  to  be  addressed 
by  the  masterplan  and  the  task 
force. 

In  the  past,  Woo  said,  efforts 
to  keep  Chinatown’s  streets 
clean  were  unsuccessful  because 
they  didn’t  involve  a  long-term 
plan.  “It’s  a  one  shot  deal  and 
it’s  not  sustained,’’  Woo  said. 

Woo  recommended  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  a  Task  Force  which 
would  include  representatives 
from  city  agencies  and  the  com¬ 
munity.  He  recommended  that 
the  community  take  the  follow¬ 
ing  actions: 

*  Mount  an  education  pro¬ 
gram  to  assure  that  residents  and 
businesses  know  how  to  dispose 
of  their  trash  and  monitor  the 
neighborhood  to  assure  that  the 
rules  are  being  followed. 

*  Monitor  the  city  to  assure 
that  trash  is  picked  up  on 
schedule  and  that  tickets  aren’t 
being  unfairly  issued  because  the 
city  failed  to  pick  up  trash.  “We 


have  tickets  out  there,  as  far  as 
we’re  concerned,  that  aren’t 
justified,’’  Woo  said. 

Woo  recommended  that  the  ci¬ 
ty  not  issue  tickets  for  improper 
trash  disposal  until  after  1 1  a.m. 
to  give  residents  and  merchants 
time  to  clean  up.  Recently  there 
have  been  complaints  that  the  ci¬ 
ty  has  been  unfairly  issuing 
tickets  for  trash  disposal  viola¬ 
tions  -  in  some  instances 
reportedly  while  merchants  were 
in  the  process  of  cleaning  up  the 
street. 

Woo  further  suggested  that  no 
tickets  be  issued  till  the  Task 
Force  was  in  place.  “No  more 
tickets  till  this  dung  st^s,’’  he 
said.  “There’s  a  crediblity  pro¬ 
blem  with  the  tickets.’’ 

While  Woo  said  the  Task 
Force  should  have  a  coor¬ 
dinator,  John  McCarthy  of  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services  said  that 
Yon  Lee,  the  city’s  Liason  to  the 
Chinese  Community,  would 
serve  in  that  capacity. 

Other  points  in  the  proposed 
Master  Plan  include  having  the 
same  contractors  pick ’up  com¬ 
mercial  and  residential  trash  to 
assure  that  all  trash  is  picked  up 
at  the  same  time,  and  enforcing 


littering  and  trash  disposal  laws. 

In  a  related  matter,  McCarthy 
informed  the  neighborhood  last 
week  that  the  city  plans  to  begin 
street  sweeping  on  Boylston  and 
Essex  streets  between 
Washington  Street  and  the  Sur¬ 
face  Artery  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  mornings.  The  city  cur¬ 
rently  has  such  a  schedule  in  ef¬ 
fect  for  most  Chinatown  streets. 

The  program  would  prohibit 
parking  on  the  odd-numbered 
side  of  the  street  from  2-7  a.m. 
Thursdays  and  on  the  even- 
number^  side  of  the  street  from 
2-7  a.m.  Fridays. 

McCarthy,  who  was  unsure 
when  the  new  plan  would  begin, 
explained  that  the  city  hasn’t 
been  towing  cars  to  clean  other 
Chinatown  streets  because  it 
hasn’t  any  place  to  store  them 
once  they’ve  been  towed.  He 
said  notices  would  be  posted 
before  the  new  plan  for  Boylston 
and  Essex  streets  went  into  ef¬ 
fect. 

Woo,  meanwhile,  noted  that 
an  important  component  of  the 
Master  Plan  would  be  assuring 
that  the  city  was  towing  cars  so 
that  the  streets  could  be  swept. 

William  Moy,  a  moderator  of 
the  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council,  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  city  steam  clean 


the  sidewalks  and  gutters  to 
clean  grease  from  them. 

McCarthy  said  that  the  city 
would  steam-clean  sidewalks 
with  the  permission  of  business 


owners,  but  added  that  there’s 
also  a  “need  to  hold  merchants 
accountable’’  for  the  grease 
they’re  leaving  on  the  streets.

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Lowell’s  Cambodian  Buddhist  Temple 


It  is  a  long  white  clapboard 
building  on  a  quiet  Lx>well 
street.  From  the  outside  you 
would  never  know  it  was  a  Bud¬ 
dhist  temple.  Before  Lxjwell’s 
Cambodian  community  col¬ 
lected  money  to  purchase  it,  the 
building  housed  a  business. 

Inside  everything  changes.  On 
one  side  of  the  long  open  room, 
Rom  Tuy,  a  recently  ordained 
monk,  sits  cross-legged  on  a 
rug-covered  platform,  leading 
the  group  in  prayers.  Tuy,  the 
father  of  six  children,  says  that 
he  decided  to  become  a  monk 
only  last  year.  “When  I  looked 
at  the  world  I  was  sad,”  he  says. 
“If  you  practice  correctly  you 
can  escape  from  all  kinds  of  suf¬ 
fering.” 

After  the  prayers,  food  in 


silver  trays  is  brought  to  the 
platform  and  placed  m  front  of 
Rom  Tuy,  who  must  taste  each 
of  the  dishes  offered  to  him.  It’s 
believed  that  by  offering  the 
monk  food  you  are  also  offering 
food  to  your  ancestors.  After  the 
monk  has  finished  eating,  the 
food  is  placed  on  cloths  spread 
on  the  floor  and  everyone  sits 
down  to  eat. 

The  form  of  Buddhism  prac¬ 
ticed  in  Cambodia  is  called 
Theravada  Buddhism,  which 
means  the  “Teaching  of  the 
Elders.”  It  is  said  to  be  the  most 
traditional  form  of  Buddhism 
and  is  practiced  in  Ceylon,  Bur¬ 
ma,  Thailand  and  Laos.  A  se¬ 
cond  form  of  Buddhism,  called 
the  Mahayana,  is  the  form  prac¬ 
ticed  in. China  and  Japan. 

The  fundamental  beliefs  of 
Buddhism  state  that  life  is  in¬ 


evitably  sorrowful,  that  sorrow 
is  due  to  craving,  and  that  to  stop 
sorrow  one  must  stop  the  crav¬ 
ing.  It’s  through  meditation  and 
nK>ral  conduct  that  sorrow  and 
craving  can  be  escaped. 

Bun  Heng  Moeun,  the 
temple’s  president,  says  the 
Lowell  temple  was  founded  in 
1984  by  elderly  members  of  the 
city’s  large  Cambodian  com¬ 
munity.  Before  coming  to  the 
United  States  in  1984,  Moeun 
was  a  Buddhist  monk  in  Cam¬ 
bodia  for  1 1  years,  from  the  age 
of  17  to  28.  When  the  Khmer 
Rouge  came  to  power  in  1975, 
life  in  Cambodia  changed  and 
the  monks  were  no  longer 
wanted.  The  Khmer  Rouge,  he 
says,  didn’t  approve  of  their  way 
of  life  in  the  temples.

INTRODUCTION 


THE  YEAR  OF  THE  DRAGON 


It  is  fortuitous  that  the  first  phase  of  the 
draft  Chinatown  Community  Plan  has 
appeared  this  year,  almost  at  the  start  of 
the  Year  of  the  Dragon:  one  of  the  most 
powerful  of  the  Chinese  symbols.  On  the 
traditional  12-year  cycle,  the  next  Year  of 
the  Dragon  will  be  the  year  2  000.  We 
hope  that  the  next  time  we  see  the  dragon 
in  the  streets  of  Chinatown,  we  will  also 
see  a  Chinatown  which  fulfills  the 
aspirations  of  the  plan. 


The  CNC  is  a  symbol  of  the  transformation 
that  occured  several  years  ago  among 
community  organizations  and  factions  in 
Chinatown.  A  coalition  was  formed, 
transcending  historic  divisions  by  ideology 
and  political  alliance,  and  stayed  intact 
when  different  organizations  were  given 
seats  on  the  CNC,  and  agreed  on  a  basic 
planning  document  for  Chinatown. 

In  July  1987,  the  City  began  funding  the 
CNC  for  a  staff  director  and  consultants  to 
produce  a  "community-based"  masterplan 
together  with  the  BRA  staff.  The  CNC 
approved  the  draft  master  plan  in  February 
1988,  and  ratified  it  at  a  local  meeting  soon 
after.  The  next  phase  of  the  master- 
planning  process  will  address  strategies 
and  action  in  more  detail  for  each  policy 
goal. 
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STUDIO  PROFILE 


The  primary  aim  of  the  MIT  Urban-design 
studio  responsible  for  this  document  was 
to  set  out  a  vision  of  the  future:  to  capture 
a  glimpse  of  Chinatown  in  the  year  2  000, 
after  twelve  years  with  the  master  plan  in 
place.  Our  goal  was  to  present  a  series  of 
proposals  for  the  Chinatown  /  South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  (CNC)  to  consider 
while  it  explores  the  many  avenues  of 
Chinatown  community  development.

2000  by  2000!!  In  the  next  Year  of  the 
Dragon  we  envision  a  Chinatown  with 
2000  new  affordable  units  of  housing. 

This  housing  eill  be  part  of  a  mixed-use, 
mixed-income,  community  controlled 
development  which  includes  the 
amenities  of  a  livable  neighborhood: 
parks,  community  gardens,  playgrounds, 
day  care  centres,  youth  centres,  schools, 
clinics,  retail  stores,  restaurants,  movie 
theatres  and  cultural  facilities.  Beginning 
with  a  rejuvenated,  infilled  core 
Chinatown,  the  neighborhood  will  extend 
north  into  the  Cultural  District,  east  into  the 
Gateway  site,  bridge  southward  over  the 
Mass.  Turnpike  with  an  air-rights 
development,  and  continue  into  the 
South  End  as  far  as  Waltham  Street. 

HOUSING  IN  THE  SOUTH  END 

The  South  End  has  tremendous  potential 
for  affordable  housing  for  many  reasons. 
There  is  a  large  amount  of  vacant  and 
underused  land,  with  feasible  values  for 
housing  development  at  more  livable 
densities.  There  is  an  opportunity  to 
connect  the  housing  needs  of  Chinatown 
and  the  South  End  by  creating  joint 
neighborhood  developments.  Chinatown 
should  take  the  lead  in  initiating  progress 
towards  affordable  housing  in  this  area, 
inviting  South  End  neighborhood  groups 
to  participate.  Housing  development  in 
this  area  can  help  to  restore  what 
historically  was  a  residential,  multi-racial, 
working  class  neighborhood.  The  central 
issue  for  the  South  End  is  affordable 
housing,  not  racial  or  cultural  territories. 


CHINATOWN  AND  THE  GATEWAY  SITE 

Chinatown  has  a  unique  historical  claim  to 
the  Gateway  site.  The  public  agencies 
which  stripped  away  two  edges  of 
Chinatown  are  now  overseeing  the 
Central  Artery  /  Third  Harbor  Tunnel 
construction  projects,  which  will  create  this 
1 4-acre  landmark  site.  Before  the  Gateway 
is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  on  the  open 
market,  these  agencies,  operating  in  the 
public  trust,  with  public  dollars,  must  now 
recognize  that  it  is  only  right  for  Chinatown 
to  stake  a  claim  on  the  site,  as  restitution. 

This  site  has  been  named  the  "The 
Gateway"  because  it  could  become  both  a 
monumental  new  entry  to  downtown 
Boston  as  well  as  a  passage  to 
Chinatown's  economic  redevelopment. 
Gateway  could  become  an  economic 
generator  for  Chinatown  by  placing  site 
and  development  control  in  the  hands  of  a 
community-based,  non-profit 
development  arm  specifically  created  for 
owning  and  controlling  development  on 
the  site.  The  high  market  value  of  the  site 
could  also  cross-subsidize  the  space  for 
neighborhood-based  businesses, 
business  services,  job  and  language 
training,  and  other  economic  activities, 
both  on  the  site  and  in  core  Chinatown. 

CONNECTIONS 


Chinatown  is  home  to  many  Asian  people. 
It  is  both  physically  and  politically 
constituted,  a  community  and  a 
neighborhood  with  a  sense  of  physical 
continuity  and  coherence.  Its  physical 
identity  and  image  are  defined  by  signs, 
symbols,  iconography  and  activities. 
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To  maintain  the  "flavour"  and  improve  the 
quality  of  Chinatown's  growing 
neighborhood  and  community  in  the 
future,  the  names,  symbols,  signs, 
activities,  objects  and  products  visible  in 
the  existing  core  must  be  promoted, 
reinforced  and  repeated.  The  spreading 
of  the  physical  aspects  characteristic  to 
Chinatown  will  help  to  assert  its  identity  in 
the  areas  into  which  Chinatown  will  grow. 
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CULTURAL  DISTRICT 


The  Cultural  District  can  provide  many 
benefits  to  the  Chinatown  community,  and 
Chinatown  could  have  a  strong  symbolic 
and  physical  presence  and  identity  in  the 
district.  The  Cultural  District  could  provide 
facilities  for  Asian  cultural  and  commercial 
activities,  as  well  as  serving  community 
needs.  There  is  opportunity  for  increased 
employment  and  housing  for  the 
Chinatown  community  in  the  future 
developments.  The  Asian  presence  in 
the  Cultural  District  will  create  a  physical 
link  between  Chinatown  and  the 
surrounding  districts.  This  should  be 
achieved  by  respecting  the  historical 
character,  massing  and  scale  of 
Chinatown.
